9. (New) The feeder arrangement as claimed in Claim 3, characterised in that the carriers (23) 
have a longitudinal direction which approximately fomis a tangent with the curving path of the 
guide space (21) when the carrier departs from the guiqte space. 

10. (New) The feeder arrangement as claimed in Claims, characterised in that the carriers (23) 
have a longitudinal direction which approximately forms atangent with the curving path of the 
guide space (21) when the carrier departs from the guide space.

(18) includes a circulating belt on which rest the timber pieces \l0).
